it lo ses its o riginal yello w ish co lo r in 
tim e and beco mes harder and mo re dur­ 
able; 
ninth, can be made, by a very 
cheap pro cess, to im itate stained glass 
in such m anner that it canno t be dis­ 
tinguished
